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Theatre Manager 
Brutally Slugged; 
Hale Faces Trial

Charged with assault and bat­ 
tery, described by witnesses as 
a brutal, unprovoked slugging of 
a much smaller man, Richard 
Hale, strapping 20   year   old 
Army prospect, will face Judge 
Otto Willett tomorrow (Friday) 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. His vie- 
ti n was Stanley Tobin, manager 
of the Grand theatre, who .suf­ 
fered cuts about his eyes that 
required several stitches, two 
broken teeth and two h a d 1 y 
discolored eyes. 

Hale, a member of the State 
Guard reserve, was arrested late 
Saturday night, several hours 
alter he had beaten up Tobin 
and mauled a young boy at the 
theatre. He was released in 
custody of Ueut, Chalmers Dul- 
mage, commanding officer of 
Company H, State Guard, sta­ 
tioned at Hermosa Beach. Hale 
lives at 1437 220th nt. 

When tie appeared Tuesday for 
arraignment, Hale was accom­ 
panied by a State Guard ser­ 
geant. He plead not guilty and 
was- released in custody of the 
sergeant until six o'clock that 
night In order to secure $100 
bail. 

King Cuts Fiice 
Hale is said to have attacked 

the boy doorman at the theatre 
when sionie girls told him they 
had been doused with water 
t irown from the upper windows 
>f Hie theatre by some unknown 
soys. The boy mauled by Hale 
lad his clothing torn and tried 

to escape from his assailant by 
running up the stairs to the 
heat re balcony. Manager Tobin 

met him and Hale on the stairs 
ind asked what was going on. 

Hale is reported to have verb­ 
ally lashed at Tobin and as they 
continued down the stairs to the 
theatre lobby, struck him sev­ 
eral times on the face. Hale was 
wearing a heavy ring which is 
believed to have causlfd Tobln's 
facial cuts and broken teeth. 
Tobin. according to witnesses, 
did not offer a"v resistance to 
the enraged Ha IP hut after­ 
wards obtained his name and. 
on the advice of his employer, 
signed a warrant for his arre.'t. 

Tobin declared he did not 
know who his assailant was or 
what had caused him to stage 
his attack.
